A ROMANTIC DISAPPEARANCE.
OUR GROWTH OF SILK.

SOME SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERIES.

AN ENGLISH GENTLEMAR ROBBER.

SIFARE THE TREE.

The Reckless Destruclion of oure Foresta,
*A.Sin the NL Y, Sun,

No subjeet is of graver import to the
future of this'cuntinent than the protec-
tion and preservation of its forests. Sir
Samuel Baker, who recently returned from
a bunting expedition in the DBig Iorn
country of Wyomisg, said that the exten-
sive and wanton burning of the Rocky
mountain weodlands was an cvil of such

rying on the march of devastiation until
quenched by a heavy rain-fall or arrested
by the Ligh mountain tops above timber
line. The reckless miners and thoughtless
Lunsers, traders and travelers, who are
respousible for this prodigious waste, bid
fair to convert fertile valleys and copious
river sources into arid deserts and dried-
up gulches.

Itis a well-known law that forest de-
struction of a wholesale chmacter dimin-
ishes rainfall, and eventually bLanishes it
altogether. llence the anxicty of the
more enlightencd governments to save
their native and primeval timber intact,
knowing that its reproduction and pres-
ervation are the life’s blood of the country
itself. What will be the ultimate result,
judging from evidences of the East? Onr
rich Western regions will become gradu.
ally parched ; brooks and streams will die
out forever ; important feeders of a great
river system will become extinct, lowering
the level perhaps of such a chaunel as the
Mississippi river, and one word will be
written aeross the face of the country—
desolation.

That this is no exaggeration may be un.
derstood from the fact that it was recently
reported at the anunal meeting of the Ge-
ographical society of Vienna by Council-
lor Wex, that the Volga is decreasing in
volume, owing to the destruction of wood
in its valley, so as to materially affect the
level of the Caspian Sea and the Sea of
Aral. It is apparent, therefore, that the
most vital question in connection with that
wonderful domain beyond the Rocky
mountains is the preservation of its for-
ests. Aslong as iv is possible for one
adventurer to build his camp iire in the
waooil and *leave it to the merey of the
winds, thus laying waste to what would
be a respectable county in our common-
wealth, this destruction amd consequent
physical disorder will goon.  Appropriate
legislation sternly executed is ouiy i par-
tial remedy. The science of forestry, as
studied and  applicd in the older
countries ol Europe, must be introduced
and eultivated here.

In nearly all of the countries of the Old
World forestry, in connection with climat-
ology, geology and kindred branches, is
taught in nearly all the universities, and
the several governments take an especial
interest  in expert  graduates in this
brauveh. Particularly is this trae, curiously
enough, in conntries where is the largest
proportion of woodland, as in Russia,
Sweden, Germany and Austrin.  The
lowest oceurs in Great Dritain,  Deumark,
Spain and Hollaud,  Over forty-two per
cent, of the aerease of Hussin is forest,
while Britain has but a Lttle over three
per cent.  In Germany more atiention is
given to arboriculture than in any other
weslern power.,

they have the advantago of chexp labor,

skill and experience, and of the abundant

domestic production of the raw material.

We have built up a=prosperous and Hour- |
ishing sitk industry which has been hith-

erto wholly dependent upon foreign eoun-

tries for the raw silk, hence the earnest-

ness exhibited in pushing on the American

sitk culture at the present time.

Quar government, however,
began early to perceive the danger of in.
discriminate forest felling.

In 1817, and again in 1831, statutes were |
passed to restrict spolintion.  Yet it may |
be judged that the woodlaud is largely |
sufiering when we remember that there |
are over 30,000 saw mills in the Uaited
States, nearly all doing a ilourishing busi-
ness. In some states special legisiation
provides fur adegnate protection, and in
California a state forester has been an-
pointed. The devastation in that state has
been evormous, and in Texas also, whero
the supply of trees is totally inadeqguate,
and where destructive tornadocs prevail,
together with exteusive fires.

In view of the fucts stated, il is plain
that iutellizent and  prompt action should
be taken by Coungress to prevent further
spoliation. 'The absclute necessity is ap-
parent in the not encouraging fact that
already over twe-lifths of the entire area
of the United Stales is so arid that even
artilieial irrigation cannot vow redeem it ;
indeed, west of the Mississippi, owing to
the forest fires largely, omne-sixth of the;
entire territory aloune is suseeptible to cul-
tivation. In Colorado, New Mexico, Ari-
zona, Nevada, Utah, Wyoming, Idaho ard
Montana, not one-fifth of the area can ever
be rendered available, and it is doubtiul,
without expedients now unknown, if any
of these territories will support more than
300,000 people at a time ; and in Wyom-
ing not over 5,000 square miles in the
100,000 square miles of’ area can be termed
arable land.

The question then arises : What is the
best method of achicving practical results
for the preservation ot whatever physical
advautages we possess in our national do-
main, and no inquiryol greater magnitude
can be addressed to the Forty-seventh
Congress.
